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THE POTATO ROT. 


Ma. Eprror :—Volumes have been written du- 
ring the few last years on the potato disease. One 
writer attributes the rot to the want of more earth, 
or larger hills around the potato while growing ; 
another thinks that want of care in preserving the 
tubers frcm injury by being bruised and having 
their eyes put out, is the cause of the malady. A 
third believes a dry season produces the evil, and a 
fourth is confident that it is caused by wet. There 
are others still, who believe the disease to be caused 
by a green fy, or a striped bug, sometimes seen on 
their tops, while others are confident that the fatal 
depredations are commytted by a very smal! insect

1 have no theory to offer on the subject, fwete 
alone being important, and will give two which 
have come under my observation during the two 
past seasons. In March, 1816, 1 had my potatoes 
examined in the cellar, a small portion of which 
only were found to be rotten; these were throwr 
out in the barn yard near a heap of manure. When 
this was taken away for planting, it was observed 
that several shoots had sprung from the rotten po- 


tatoes, these on examination were found to proceed 





from eyes of some of the potatoes not entirely de- 
cayed These plants, as a matter of experiment, 
were carefully transplanted, and they produced a 
crop pertectly sound and free from rot. In April 
last I planted in a hot bed, seeds taken from the 
beds of several varieties of potatoes for the pur 
pose of testing the healthinesx of new varieties as 
compared with the old The plants were removed 
in May from the bed to the garden and grew fine 
ly. About the first of September their leaves be- 
came d 





colored, and they exhibited the same ap- 
pearances of disease as did many fields in the vicini- 
ty.
